REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. Applicant's response filed 9/10/2004, has been entered and made of record. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The instant invention relates to a mail processor that reads an address or a 
postal code number of a mail, and sorts mails on the basis of sorting information of the 
addresses or postal code numbers of the read mails, it relates to improvements of a 
video coding system. 

Claim 15, providing a method for decoding image with OCR so as to arrive at an 
unambiguous portion of destination address, if portion is not unambiguously decoded, 
transmitting image to a video coding workstation and manually entering a prespecified 
and fixed number of alpha/numeric characters following a predetermined coding rules, 
querying a database via a search based upon fixed number of keystrokes. 

The invention is novel due to the manually entering a prespecified and fixed 
number of alpha/numeric characters following a predetermined coding rules 

The closest prior art of record (Hiramatsu) teaches a postal matter processing 
system for reading a user code. But do not suggest recognized within a specific time 
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interval during the viewing coding, also Hiramatsu fails teach prespecified and 
fixed number of alpha/numeric characters. 

These key features in combination with the other features of the claimed 
invention are neither taught nor suggested by the art of record. 
Claims 15-36 are allowed.
